Office Nearly One Hundred and Twenty-eight Years 
Ago—Jefferson Rode on Horseback to Capitol—Doug- 
las Held Lincoln's Silk Hat— Taft Was Inaugurated In 
a Blizzard.

At Tremeloo, Belgium, 75 years, 


ago, Joseph DeVeuster, better known 
as Father Damien, was born. He 
was educated fr~ a business career, 
but when he was eighteen years old 
he entered holy orders, and fifteen 
years later, in October 1863, went 
to Honolulu as a missionary in the 
stead of his b?other. 
In 1864 he 


was ordained1 a priest, and during 
the nine years that followed he was 
frequently 
strr"1- in his 
parochial 


work with the nitiful condition of 
the Hawiian lepers. 
In 1873, he 


volunteered to take up his residence 
on the Island of Molokai, to which 
at that time a'l lepers were report- 
ed, and there ho remained until his 
death on April 15> 1SS9. He gave 
evidence in 1885 of having contract- 
ed leprosy 
from the unfortunates 


committed to his care, but he con- 
tinued his labors 


' Leprosy is a contagious, infectious 


disease, which is believed to be di- 
rectly communicable from one per- 
son to another person. 
It is believ- 


ed to be caused by a microscopic 
vegetable parasite shaped somewhat 
like a small curved stick 
This baci- 


llus was discovered by Hansen in 
1S74. 
In* man the disease appears 


in several different forms, attack- 
ing almost any organ in the body, 
destroying any or all of the senses, 
and finally producing death. 
There 


is a disease among rats which close 
ly simulates human leprosy, and the 
bacillus 
which causes it 
resembles 


that found in human leprosy. 


It is not diflnitely known just how 


the leprosy bacillus enters the body. 
It may be through wounds of the 
skin or the lining membrane of the 
nose and throat, and possibly it may 
be taken into the body with food. It 
is pretty definitely proven that no 
particular 
article of diet, such as 


fish, causes the disease. 
It has been 


thought that some insect may act as 
the agent which transfers the germs 
from sick people to well people. This 
is not proven. 


Whatever the exact mechanism in 


the transference of the leprosy baci- 
llus, practical evidence shows that 
the disease is spread mainly by di- 
rect contact, and is most prevalent 
where people are 
dirty and 
over- 


crowded. 
There is no evidence that 


leprosy is hereditary. 


Practical 
experience has shown 


that segregation is the only practica- 
ble means of controlling the disease, j 
A bill appropriating $250,000 for the' 
purpose of establishing a national 
home for lepers passed the House of 
Representatives on May 4, 1916, and 
was passed by the Senate on January 
25, 1917. 
This provides a national 


institution for the care and treat- 
ment of the unfortunates 
afflicted 


with this gruesome disease anil solv- 
es the problem 
of preventing 
its 


spread in the United States.

Ther 
ttoi-e no railways in those daj s. th 
rcnos -ncre hea^y. the way was lonj 
and hors.es' cannot travel as swiftly a 
steam cars, and, though the firs 
Wednesday of March, which happened 
to be on the 4th of the month, hat 
been appointed for the day of the In 
auguration, it was the 30th of April 
17S9, before it took place. 


On that day George Washington 


went in procession to the federal build 
ing, at Wall and Broad streets, where 
he was received in the senate chamber, 
and thence'proceeded to the balcony 
When he appeared a shout went up 
from the crowd gathered beneath the 
balcony. After he had taken the oath 
of office Chancellor Livingston steppec 
forward and, raising his hand, cried, 
"Long live'George Washington, presi- 
dent of the United States! 


Washington's second inauguration 


took place in the senate chamber of 
Independence hall at Philadelphia, 
which was the seat of government 
from 1790 until 1SOO. The oath was 
administered by Justice William Gush- 
ing of the supreme court. The occa- 
sion, like the man who dominated it, 
was simple and dignified. The presi- 
dent wore the costume portrayed in 
the well known Stuart pictuie. 


Thomas Jefferson was the nrst presi- 


dent to be inaugurated in Washington 
city. Tradition asserts that he rode 
on horseback to the capitol and tied 
his horse to a nearby fence while he 
took the oath. A better authenticated 
story has it that he went on foot and 
was escorted by a company of militia 
artillery. 


This story goes on to relate that he 


was preceded by a company of rifle- 
men from Alexandria, dressed in the 
old Continental uniform of butf breech- 
es and sky blue clawhammer coat with 
brass buttons and yellow facings. Mr.

LESSON TEXT—John 6:1-14. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Give us this day our 


daily bread.—Matt."6.11. 


This parable marks the high level 


of the year of our Lord's popularity. 
It is such an important miracle as to 
be the only one recorded in all four 
gospels. Be sure to use a good har- 
mony. 
The returning twelve (Matt. 


11:1) are taken by their master to a 
desert place that they might find rest 
(Mt. 0.33) ai.u that he might comfort 
then- heatt- over the death of John the 
Baptist (Matt. 14:1-1.2). 
The multi- 


tude would not giant them the right 
use of their leisure, but flocked to this 
retreat m the desuit. They followed 
that they might listen to his gracious 
•words, and peihaps behold some new 
wonder (v. 2). Carlisle said he saw in 
England "forty millions, mostly fools." 
Jesus saw the multitude, and ~was 
moved, net with, sarcasm, but with 
compassion which took a tangible form 
of service. Mark tells us (6:34) that 
Jesus was first of all teaching the mul- 
titude. It is better to teach a man how 
to help himself than to help the man. 
We should not be surprised at Philip's 
slowness of faith. 
Moses in. a like 


manner was once nonplussed as to how 
to feed the multitude in the wilder- 
ness. 
(Num. 11:21-23). It is not so 


much how great the need nor how lit- 
tle we possess; rather, is that little 
given over to God? Andrew, who had 
revealed Jesus unto Peter, discovers as 
though in desperation a boy \vhose 
mother had thoughtfully provided him 
with a lunch, consisting of five barley 
biscuits and tv>o small herring (v. 9) ; 
at least that much remained. This is 
a great commentary upon the tide of 
interest at tlua time, that the boy 
should not have eaten his entire lunch, 
for the boy's hunger is proverbial. It 
seems as though Jesus emphasizes the 
helplessness of the disciples in order 
that he may show his power. His com- 
mand "Give ye them" (Mk. 6:37) 
teaches us that we are to give such 
as we have, and not look to others nor 
to do our charity bj proxy (Prov. 
11:24-25). Again the Savior asks his 
disciples as though he would teach 
them the resources of his kingdom. 
Give what you have, and he will bless 
and increase it to the supplying of the 
needs of a multitude. The secret of 
success was when he took up the 
loaves, and, "looking up," God also saw 
that day and blessed it.' We need to 
observe the systematic procedure. The 
people are seated or reclining upon the 
ground in ranks or in companies, the 
master blessing and breaking the boy's 
cakes, giving grst to the disciples. God 
works 
miracles 
through 
human 


agencies only. The result of this sys- 
tematic procedure was that they were 
all satisfied, "filled" (v. 12). Luke 
adds that "all did eat" (Lk. 9:17). Not 
alone, however, was there divine order 
and lavishness, but there were economy 
and thrift as well, for Jesus gave care- 
ful direction as to the fragments. The 
lavishness is shown by the fact that 
the baskets into which the fragments 
were gathered were each probably 
large enough in which to (sleep. This 
conservation process was a stinging 
rebuke to the improvident orientals 
and to present-day prodigals of that 
wonderful bounty with which God has 
blessed our land. God gives to us that 
we may use for other. Joy dies unless 
it is shared. Jesus is the living bread 
(John 6:48), and will satisfy hunger 
and life even as bread generates in 
the human body heat, vitality and 
power; so he would still feed the 
hungry soul of mankind. We have at 
hand the word, and it is for lack of it 
that men. die in the deepest, truest 
sense of that word. The poverty and 
perplexity of the disciples in his pres- 
ence and in the presence of this great 
need are being repeatd over and over 
today, and yet it is absurd. We have 
not enough to feed the multitude. Our 
few loaves of amusements, mental ac- 
tivities and social service will not feed 
them, but when we break unto them 
the Living Bread, they have enough 
and to spare. The difficulty with the 
distribution of material brea'd for the 
needs of mankind is not that there is 
not enough grain, but rather that in 
the process of distribution certain com- 
panies of men can control the fruits of 
the earth, and withhold them from the 
consumer for their own profit. Is there 
not a parable in this for the church in 
that it is so much concerned with its 
own joys, pleasures and profits that 
It is withholding from the mass of 
mankind, especially in the foreign field, 
the bread which alone can bring life 
and immortality to light?

world's salvation is in the wonderful 
power of God in multiplying the little 
we give to him m the \\ay of service. 


(2) If we bring no gift, how can God 


bless man? Compare this boy's serv- 
ice with the service of the little maid 
in Naaman's household. 


(3) Conservation of the fragments, 


^sing well or wasting the fragments of 
time, of opportunity, etc.,' makes all 
' the difference between success and fail- 
ure. 


(4) Let nothing be lost. The refuse

The New Navy. 


Great plans for naval expansion 


were included in the naval act ap- 
proved August 29 of last year. These 
have just begun to be carried out.

president, who is titular commander in 
chief of both the 
army and 
the 


navy, to start construction before 
July 1, 1919; on 157 vessels of various 
types.

In a serious emergency nearly 18,- 


000,000 men are available for military 
service in the United States, accord- 
ing to an estimate made by the execu- 
tive committee of the committee on 
oational defense appointed by Mayor 
Mltchel of New York. There are now 
physically fit for service in the field, it 
was said, 10,535,940 men between the 
ages of eighteen and forty-five years.
